I decide to work part-time for

A. Your monthly payments 
would be $105 and your wife’s 
would be $52.50, for a total of 
$157.50. This amounts to $1890 
per year. But the extra $50 a 
month would mean a reduction in 
your benefit. Earnings of $1800 a 
year would cut off $350 of the 
$1890, leaving you $1640 a year 
plus your salary. And, incidental¬ 
ly, no taxes would be payable on 
the social security benefits.

WASHINGTON’S DIARY 


By Edith LaFrancis 

Although we have no tavern of which we can say “Washington 
slept here”, Agawam was included in the general description of the 
aj-ea which General Wasliingiou WTote October 21, 1789. 

“I reached Springfield from Hartford by 4 o'clock, and while 
dinner was getting i-eady examined the Continental stores at this 
place, which I found in very good order at the buildings (on the hill 
above town) whicli belongs to the United States. 

“The barj-acks (also public property) are going fast to destruc¬ 
tion, and in a little time will be no more, without I’epair. 

“The laboratory, which seems to be a good building, is in toler¬ 
ably good repair, and the pow’der-magnzine, which is of brick, seems 
to be in excellent order, and the powder in it is very dry. 

"A Co. Woi^thington, Col. Williams, Adjt-Gen’ll of the State of 

Lyman, and many other gentle-

Q. I am past 65, recently laid 
off from my job and it looks like 
I may not be called back.

A. Come in immediately any¬ 
way. We have a long list of other 
acceptable proofs of age, among 
which you may recognize an item 
that you can easily obtain. 

Q. I may retire at 65, which 
will be in a few months. Will it 
cause any mixup if I sign up and 
then decide to keep on working? 

A. No. You can apply as much 
as three months in advance of 
your birthday month, whether you 
plan to retire or not. 


Ma.ssiichusetts, Gen. Shepard, Mr 
men, sat an hour of two with me in the evening at Parson’s tavern, 
where I lodged, and which is a good house. 

About six miles before I came to Springfield I left the State 
of Connecticut and entered that of Massachusetts. The distance 
fmin Hartford to Springfield is 28 miles. At the latter the river 
is crossed in scows set over with poles, and is about 80 rods wide. 
Between the two places is a fall, and others above that, again,— 
notwithstanding which, much use is made of the navigation for 
transportation in flats of about five tons buj’den. Seven miles on 
this side of Hartford is Windsor, a tolerablj’’ pleasant but not a large 
village. Between Windsor and Suffield you pass through a level, 
bamn, uncultivated plain for several miles. 

“Suffield stands high and pleasant; tlie land good. From hence 
you descend into another plain, whei’e the lands, being good, are 
much better cultivated. The whole road from Hartfoj’d is level and 
good, except being too sandy in places, and the fields inclosed with 
posts and rails generally, there not being much stone. The crops of 
coi-n, except on the interval lands of the river, are more indifferent, 
tliough not bad, in the eastern than we found in the western pai’t 
of the State of Connecticut. 

There is a great equality in the people of this State. Few or 
no opulent men, and no poor. Great similitude in their buildings, 
the general fashion of wliich is a chimney (always of brick or stone) 
:m<l door in the middle, witli a staircase fronting the latter, running- 
up by the side of the former; two flush stories with a very good 
.showing of sash and window glass; the size generally from 30 to 50 
feet in length, and from 20 to 30 in width, exclusive of back shed, 
which seems to be added as the family increases. 

“The farms, by the contiguity of the houses, are small, not aver¬ 
aging more than 100 acre.s. They are worked chielly by oxen (which 
have no other feed than hay), with a horse, and sometimes two, be¬ 
fore them, both in plow and cart. In their light lands and in their 
sleighs they work horses, but find them much more expensive than 
oxen. 

“Springfield is on the east side of Connecticut River, before you 
come to which a large branch of it, called Agawam, is crossed by a 
hi'idge. It stands under the hill on the interval land, and has only 
one meeting-house.'^ ,. . ,

years — even centuries —r old. 

Modern tackle is far removed 
from that of the horsc-nnd-lmg- 
gy' days, obsen’o the fishing 
authorities at Mercury out¬ 
boards, but there’s scarcely an 
item around that couldn’t ho 
obtained by Grandpa during liis 
barefoot schoolboy days. It may 
not have been as attractive, or 
as operative, but its results 
Were fairly g<iod. 

Even our fur-robed ancestors 
of prehistoric times devised 
tackle that would do the job. 
Small round stones, pointed on 
both ends with a line tied In the 
middle W'cre effective in putting 
fish on the table more tliaa 
7,003 years ago. 

The Egyptians of about 2,000 
B. C. developed a proficiency 
with a reed rod and length of 
line very much like our familiar 
cane poles.

The pensions range from $25 to 
$(U) per month for ^vidows. For 
each chilli, $15 a month is added. 
The pension for orphans is $35 
monthly. 

This benefit may be payable to 
a veteran’s child or children even 
though the widow is not entitled 
to the pension because she re¬ 
married or her income or net 
worth exceeds certain limits. 

The income limit is $1,800 year¬ 
ly for a widow and $3000 annual¬ 
ly for a widow with a child or 
children. The income limit for 
orphans is $1,800 yearly, exclu¬ 
sive of earned income. 

The pension is paid if the de¬ 
ceased veteran was dischai-ged un¬ 
der conditions othoi’ than dishon¬ 
orable and had 90 more days of 
service or was discharged sooner 
for a service-connected disability.

Chapei- 41 of the General Laws

ity. The extra points are added to 
the required pas-mrig grades made 
in open competitive examinations 
for appointments to federal po¬ 
sitions which permit a veterans 
preference ajiplicaiit’s name to 
stand iiiglicr on the list of eligi- 
bies for appointment. 


Questions and Answers. . . 

Q. Will the VA exchange my 
48-star American flag supplied 
after my husband’s death five 
years ago? I would like a new 
5()-star flag... 

A. No, excliange is not permit¬ 
ted. However, it is legal to use 
your 48-star flag. 

Q. If I borrow on my GI insur¬ 
ance policy must I repay a spe¬ 
cified amount every month?... 

A. No. While it is desirable to 
repay the amount borrowed as 
soon as possible to save interest 
charges and to return the insur¬ 
ance principal to its full value 
there is no required repayment 
schedule. 

Q. Since I bought a home with 
a GI loan, my family has increas¬ 
ed. I have used my (}I loan rights, 
but is there any way I can get 
a supplemental GI loan for re¬ 
modeling my home to provide ad¬ 
ditional living quarters?... 

A. You may get the loan guar¬ 
anteed by the VA, if the holder 
of your present mortgage is will¬ 
ing to make the loan. Eligibh- 
vets may get VA guarantee for 
alterations. 


The Importance of Voting 


By Mas.s. Secretary of State 
Kevin H. White 

Citizens of Massachusetts fre¬ 
quently decry the absence of good 
government. Yet, by a curious 
paradox, the same person who 
argues all day about corruption 
in politics, fails to use one of 
the best means he has of doing 
something about it—namely, vot¬ 
ing. 

In our democratic system of 
government changes are brought 
about by ballot. This fact attaches 
key importance to participating 
in all of your elections whether 
they are local, state, or national. 

Even in a presidential election 
the 'percentage of people who go 
to the polls has seldom been high¬ 


er than 60 per cent in this coun¬ 
try. In the newer democracies 
turnout is much higher. Nations 
such as France, Italy, and Israel 
report percentages of 86 per cent 
or more. Yet Americans consider 
themselves the world’s most ac¬ 
tive workers for peipetuating the 
democratic way of life. 

I am particularly concerned at 
the moment with the chronic in- 
diiTcrence evident in our munici¬ 
pal elections. Often fewer than 
50 per cent pf those eligible to 
vote, do vote. This means that 
tiiat frequently one-fourth of the 
citizens decide how the remaining 
three-fourths are to be governed. 
The statistics on last November’s 
elections in the 39 Massachusetts 
cities bear me out and I am sure 
we shall have the same unfortu¬ 
nate turnout at the polls in the 
town elections which will take 
place during the next few months. 

Good govemment is more than 
a process of voting; it requires 
able civil servants and qualified 
candidates. These facts do not 
demean the importance of the 
voter. It is his responsibility to 
work for good government. His 
elected and appointed officials can 
not do it alone. 

I urge you as citizens of your 
city or town, your state, and your 
nation to vote in all of your 
elections. Let us put an end to 
the practice of so few deciding 
so much for so many. It is a 
time-worn cliche, but Your Vote 
Does Count!
